quate funding, The budget cut last 
year had an impact on my pro 
gram and Iam greatly concerned. 
Already faculty has been cut so 
that the student-teacher ratio in 
my Role of the Nurse class is 100 
fo 1, This ig hardly an effective 
means of Iearning. On top. of ris- 
ing tuition costs nursing students 
are faced with many other expen- 
£03 that were once included in 
the budget. 

The following facts were yath: 
ered through the hard work of 
the UMPG Student Senate, 

1, Maine ranks Sst, if you 
count the District of Columbia, 
among the states in the percen- 
tage of high cchool praduates who 
pursue higher education. 

2. Students are paying a sub- 
stantial portion of the cost of cds 
ucation....revenue to the Universi- 
ty from sources (primarily tul- 
tion) other than state revenues is 
$17 million, ora than a third of 
the cost of the public institutton, 

3. In terms of real (deflated) 
dollars, the U. of M. is operating 
with $2.2 million more dollars for 
this year than tt did in 1970/71. 
During the same, this 6% in 
crease in real spending power hag 
had to fund programs for over 
000 new students—an increase of 
over 27%. 

4. Now wa are faced with a 
10°; cut, which will bring us BE: 
LOW the amount wo reecived in 
1970/71, with that many more 
students.
